NEWS  -  POSSIBILITIES  -  COMMENT 


The  George  Foster  Peabody  awards  in  radio  and  television  will  he  presented  in 
New  York  this  afternoon  (ll)  timed  for  release  to  newspapers  after  1pm  EST;  they  can’t 
he  listed  hero  without  breaking  the  release  date.  But  the  advance  releases  from  each 
of  the  networks  on  the  awards  they  have  been  informed  about  provide  interesting  read¬ 
ing  because  of  the  quotations  from  the  citations  that  accompany  the  honors.  Several 
of  them  are  extremely  pointed  in  explaining  the  reasons  for  the  honors  to  individuals 
and  programs.  At  least  two  of  the  citations  give  particular  credit  to  the  writers  of 
the  shows  as  among  the  reasons  for  the  programs’  successes  --  an  unusual  step  in  mak¬ 
ing  awards  to  regular  program  series  these  days. 

Among  the  many  strange  factors  that  might  affect  viewing  habits  and  thus  work  to 
rearrange  the  spotting  of  commercials  in  regular  programs  is  the  development  of  the 
remote  control  switch  for  television  sets  and  the  emphasis  most  set  manufacturers  have 
given  to  their  control  arrangements.  After  all,  the  easier  one  makes  it  for  a  viewer 
to  switch  from  station  to  station  without  getting  up  from  hie  chair,  the  easier  it  is 
to  shop  around  among  the  channels,  to  go  from  station  to  station  for  small  bits  of 
programming  that  might  catch  the  viewer.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  TV 
sets  currently  in  use  are  equipped  with  remote  control  switches  --  and  how  they  affect 

viewing  habits  in  homes  that  have  them . Nielsen's  April  ’’Newscast"  states  that 

the  average  U.  S.  TV  home  watched  television  6,02  hours  per  day  during  January,  the 
highest  level  recorded  by  the  company  to  date,  compared  with  5.81  hours  in  January, 
1955. 


Eve  Arden  will  substitute  for  Ed  Sullivan  as  m.c.  of  his  show  of  April  29  while 
Sullivan  is  in  Japan  filming  special  future  segments  and  recruiting  Japanese  talent 

for  a  future  show. . Arthur  Godfrey's  programs  will  originate  from  Miami  Beach  for 

two  weeks  beginning  next  Monday.  The  Talent  Scouts  show  will  be  at  Miami  Beach  Audi¬ 
torium,  with  the  others  originating  from  the  Kenilworth  Hotel . MCA  TV’s  quiet 

retort  to  Ernest  Jones,  president  of  MacManus,  John  &  Adams,  was  in  a  release  that 
stated,  "During  the  past  two  years,  more  automobile  advertisers  used  MCA  TV  film  pro¬ 
grams  than  any  other  kind. .. .during  the  past  two  years,  over  100  auto  dealers  have 
sponsored  MCA  TV  syndicated  shows..."  The  consensus  of  opinion  on  Mr.  Jones’  speech 
--  from  other  auto  manufacturers’  agencies  as  well  as  program  production  sources  -- 
was  that  he  was  off-base.  Mr.  Jones'  defense  was  that  he  had  only  intended  to  put 
television  in  its  proper  perspective  among  media.  The  one  factor  that  clouded  the 
meaning  of  the  Jones  speech  in  Pittsburgh,  which  was  made  from  notes  and  expanded  for 
explanatory  publication  later,  was  that  Pontiac  has  had  no  consistency  of  success 
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in  its  regular  program  sponsorships.  The  recent  cancellation  of  Playwrights  '56 
underlined  the  speech  in  such  a  -way  that  any  future  program  "buys  by  the  agency  for 
the  sponsor  will  undoubtedly  be  over -emphasized  as  far  as  trade  reactions  are  con¬ 
cerned, 

Noel  Coward’s  bitter  remarks  about  production  facilities  in  Hollywood  and  his 
demand  that  his  May  5  program  for  Ford  Star  Jubilee  be  produced  in  New  York  uncovered 
an  embarrassing  situation  for  CBS,  It  seems  that  the  net  has  no  color  studio  in  New 
York  suitable  for  a  large  production.  Its  last  color  studio  had  been  turned  over  to 
a  new  daytime  drama  for  b  &  w  production.  It  gave  a  nice  twist  to  the  possible  fut¬ 
ure  of  television  in  New  York  --it  apparently  has  none  --if  the  future  of  television 
is  in  color.  Adding  to  the  puzzlement  of  the  eventual  disappearance  of  New  York  as 
a  training  ground  for  program  and  production  personnel  in  handling  dramas,  whether 
black  &  white  or  color,  is  the  shuffling  that  recently  took  place  in  LA  among  CBS 
producers.  Edgar  Peterson  formally  succeeded  his  former  boss  Martin  Manulis  as  pro¬ 
ducer  of  Climax I  on  April  6  as  Manulis  took  on  production  of  Playhouse  90.  It  may  be 
forgotten  now,  but  Manulis  and  Peterson  were  brought  into  the  Climax  I  set-up  origin¬ 
ally  to  salvage  the  valuable  property  when  its  early  lack  of  consistency  in  story  and 
production  quality  seemed  ready  to  sink  it.  As  producer  and  associate  producer  re¬ 
spectively,  and  as  story  editors  until  the  program  got  on  its  feet,  Manulis  and  Peter¬ 
son  made  the  Chrysler -sponsored  show  a  major  program.  Now  Manulis  has  inherited  an 
October  starting  date  for  the  new  hour -and -a -half  Playhouse  90  series,  plus  15  scripts 
announced  as  already  purchased.  Since  the  series  was  planned  for  59  weeks,  with  at 
least  13  of  the  programs  on  film,  Manulis  and  CBS  now  have  to  decide  what  to  film, 
who’s  to  do  the  filming  (Columbia  was  reported  to  have  it  sewed  up)  and  what  other 
properties  to  get  in  the  bag.  Manulis  has  already  announced  that  he  prefers  top  or¬ 
iginals.  If  the  the  point  may  be  made  without  any  one  reading  bitterness  into  it: 
Manulis  and  Peterson  were  transferred  from  NY  to  LA.  The  "amoeba"  has  already  divided 
once. 


Fred  Mahlstedt  of  CBS  Film  believes  that  "a  well  balanced  film  distribution  op¬ 
eration  from  now  on  will  need  both  new  properties  for  first  run  on  a  local  basis  and 
new  properties  for  first  run  sale  to  national  advertisers."  He  revealed  that  CBS  Film 
has  six  new  properties  in  production  or  scheduled,  including  The  Legionnaire,  starring 
Merle  Oberon,  The  City  and  Richard  The  Lionhearted;  all  in  production  in  Europe,  plus 
three  new  properties  scheduled  to  start  production  before  the  summer.  Several  new  CBS 
pilots  are  also  in  pre-production  in  Hollywood.  Because  of  the  probable  lack  of  net 
time  availabilities  several  are  more  likely  to  wind  up  in  local  syndication  rather 

than  on  the  net . That  national  organization  of  producers  of  commercial  films  to 

handle  problems  in  the  industry  that  are  national  in  scope  will  be  finalized  after 
executive  committee  meetings  during  April  and  May,  Members  of  the  working  committee 
represent  regional  associations  or  firms  in  New  York,  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Knox¬ 
ville  and  Kansas  City,  Mo.

Mama,  8-8 :30pm,  is  the  show 
currently  on  for  General  Foods  thru  the  agency,  but  Our  Mias  Brooks,  8:30-9pm,  is 
also  a  General  Foods  program,  thru  Young  &  Rubicam,  and  the  new  show  could  be  put  in¬ 
to  the  later  spot. .Each  new  package  announced  for  a  fairly  firm  spot  for  the 
fall,  or  even  this  summer,  automatically  cancels  out  the  plans  of  other  packagers  and 
agencies  who  have  working  lists  of  possible  openings  or  shaky  programs  that  might 
provide  a  future  in  for  their  own  interests.

Westinghouse  Broadcasting  meeting  in  Chicago  last  Sunday  that  television  faces  a 
never-ending  local  talent  shortage  and  will  always  face  it.  Prime  reason  is  that 
"if  the  talent  isn’t  worth  network  consideration,  then  it  isn’t  good  talent  —  local 
or  otherwise."  He  said  that  the  nets  can’t  develop  all  talent,  hut  they  can  polish 

it  and  put  it  in  its  best  settings . Frank  Folson,  president  of  RCA,  announced 

in  Chicago  Monday  that  NBC  is  planning  to  expand  its  fall  night-time  color  program 
schedule,  including  spectaculars  and  regular  shows,  to  sustain  the  coming  drive  to 
sell  color  TV  sets.  This  was  expanded  by  NBC  president  Robert  W,  Sarnoff  to  mean, 
"color  every  evening  on  a  regular  basis."  Weekend  programming,  for  instance,  may 
have  two -and -a -half  hours  of  solid  color  programming  each  evening.  Mr.  Sarnoff  also 
promised  that  the  shows  to  be  done  in  color  on  a  regular  basis  will  go  into  the  color 
studios  and  stay  there,  set  for  a  whole  season,  so  that  everyone  concerned  can  pro¬ 
mote  a  fixed  color  schedule, 

Ed  Byron,  whose  pilot  film  for  The  Eagle  and  the  Rose  Civil  War  series  was  made 
several  months  ago  for  NBC,  will  go  into  production  soon  for  fall  showing  of  the 
series  by  NBC  Film  Division.  The  deal,  which  will  involve  a  Hollywood  location  for 
production  although  the  pilot  was  made  in  New  York,  should  be  set  by  the  end  of  this 
week,  depending  on  Hollywood  studio  facilities. ..«,...  .Karl  Freund  has  ended  a  five- 
year  association  with  Pesilu  Productions,  during  which  he  was  head  cameraman  on  most 
of  the  firm’s  film  series.. . William  Morris  Agency  is  representing  four  new  Warn¬ 

er  Bros,  series,  available  in  pilot  and  script  form,  that  are  completely  separated 
from  the  studio’s  Warner  Bros.  Presents  net  program.  The  four  half-hour  series  are: 
Ninety-six  William  Street,  starring  Lee  Bowman  as  an  insurance  investigator,  New  York 
locale;  Amazon  Trader,  starring  John  Sutton,  South  American  series;  Joe  McDoakes, 
starring  George  O’Hanlon  in  a  new  version  of  the  high-grossing  movie  shorts,  and  Port 

of  Call,  starring  John  Ireland  as  the  captain  of  a  cargo-passenger  ship . The  new 

five-day  week  has  Hollywood  film  makers  worried  because  increasing  costs  in  making 
both  motion  pictures  and  TV  films  have  not  aided  quality  control.  Biggest  handicap 
for  TV  filming  is  in  the  former  plan  of  allowing  three  days  for  each  half-hour  film 
on  a  schedule  of  two-a-week.  The  summer  production  season  for  fall  series  will  set 
the  standard  of  what  future  costs  and  work  conditions  will  prevail  in  Hollywood  — 
with  a  possible  important  effect  on  future  programming. 

Collier  Young,-  Joseph  Cotten  and  Larry  Marcus  are  going  into  production  at  Re¬ 
public  in  Hollywood  on  a  new  series,  On  Trial.

"The  Diary  of  Anne  Frank"  on  Broadway, .Twentieth  Century-Fox  will  establish 
talent  schools  in  Hollywood  and  New  York  to  train  new  talent  in  all  the  dramatic 
arts  for  eventual  employment  in  Fox  movies,  because  the  demands  of  television  have 
depleted,  the  supply  of  available  people.  On  the  other  hand.  Screen  Gems,  TV  subsid¬ 
iary  of  Columbia  Pictures,  has  established  scholarship  grants  at  leading  universit¬ 
ies  to  encourage  students  to  write  for  television.

NBC  has  officially  confirmed  that  the  NBC  Comedy  Hour  will  finish  its  run  soon. 
The  network  will  attempt  to  match  personality  against  personality,  with  The  Steve 
Alien  Show  slated  to  move  into  the  Sunday,  8-9pm  spot  during  coming  months,  to  oppose 
Ed  Sullivan.  'The  new  show,  starring  Mr.  Allen  as  host  and  comedian,  is  intended  Bas¬ 
ically  to  he  a  comedy  series  with  top  guest  artists  from  all  fields,  and  it  will 
originate  in  New  York.  According  to  present  plans,  Allen  will  continue  with  his 
weekday  evening  Tonight  program,  probably  dropping  the  Monday  night  performance  to 
begin  with  because  of  the  added  work,  with  other  personalities  as  replacements.  Odd 
sidelight  of  this  new  move  by  NBC  to  re-build  its  flagging  Sunday  night  hour  is  that 
during  the  tenure  of  the  NBC  Comedy  Hour  the  net  has  used  several  different  types  of 
people  as  hosts  and  hostesses,  but  Allen  hasn’t  appeared  at  all.  He  hosted  several 
spectaculars  last  season  in  his  last  appearance  as  host  or  co-star  of  a  major  even¬ 
ing  program.  Allen  originally  made  his  mark  in  New  York  as  star  of  the  early  after¬ 
noon  Steve  Allen  Show  for  CBS  before  shifting  over  to  Songs  for  Sale  for  the  same 
net.  Then  he  went  to  NBC  for  the  Steve  Allen  Show,  locally  in  New  York,  before  the 
Tonight  theme  was  begun  on  the  net.  Considering  recent  program  changes:  NBC  uses 
up  comics  in  the  evening,  CBS  uses  them  up  in  the  early  afternoons. 

Between  a  speech  made  last  Tuesday  in  Chicago  and  a  Friday  announcement  in  New 
York,  Arthur  Godfrey  decided  to  Junk  his  intended  Wednesday  night  variety  version  of 
his  current  program  and  get  out  of  doing  major  television  productions  week  after  week. 
The  opening  thus  created  could  be  filled  by  Herb  Shriner  if  the  net  holds  to  its  plan 

to  present  the  comedian  in  a  one -hour  variety  format . The  new  Johnny  Carson 

Show,  starting  May  28  as  an  afternoon  variety  show,  2-2 :30pm  EDT,  will  be  produced 
by  Herb  Allen,  currently  associate  producer  of  the  late  afternoon  Bob  Crosby  Show. 

Up  to  3ast  season,  Allen  was  producer  of  the  Crosby  show  until  the  staff  shifted 

around  to  new  assignments . The  other  CBS  afternoon  flve-a-week  replacement  show 

will  be  Stand  Up  and  Be  Counted,  "a  panel  show  that  will  attempt  to  solve  viewers' 
problems ’"which  will  replace  The  Jack  Paar  Show,  also  on  May  28,  1:10-1 :30pm  EDT. 

The  Frank  Cooper  package  will  have  Bob  Russell  as  m.c. -moderator.  Chosen  thru  let¬ 
ters,  participants  will  present  problems  confronting  them.  Studio  audience  volun¬ 
teers  will  be  asked  to  offer  their  solutions,  then  the  rest  of  the  audience  will  vote 
on  the  most  feasible  of  the  solutions  offered.  The  problem-presenter  will  return  at 
a  later  date  to  tell  whether  the  advice  was  helpful  or  not.  The  first  ten  minutes  of 
the  replacement  time,  1-1 :10pm  EDT,  will  be  filled  with  a  news  program,  a  new  depart¬ 
ure  for  CBS  in  afternoon  programming. 
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Jane  Wyman  starts  production  on  her  fall  series  of  films  on  May  7>  with  William 
Rousseau  producing,  at  Republic.  Peter  Dixon  is  script  editor  for  the  new  films, 
with  Leo  Townsend  and  Jameson  Brewer  handling  staff  writer  chores,  supplementing  the 
free  lance  scripts  Bought  for  f liming, ..... .In  a  slight  shift  of  sponsorship,  Chev¬ 
rolet  Dealers  of  America  will  sponsor  20  variety  shows  on  an  every  other  week  Basis 
over  BBC,  Tuesdays,  8-9pm  BYT  starting  Sept  18,  This  past  season  and  currently, 
every  third  week  of  the  time  period  has  Been  sponsored  By  the  Chevrolet  Division, 

GMC.  Program  plans  call  for  Dinah  Shore  to  do  eight  or  ten  of  the  one  hour  shows, 
with  BoB  Hope  returning  to  do  six  or  eight  of  the  other  spots 0  The  open  programs 
not  filled  By  either  of  the  two  will  have  other  stars,  proBaBly  in  single  appear¬ 
ances.

Ad¬ 
ventures  of  Jim  Bowie  (Tempered  Blade  was  the  original  sale  title),  a  Lou  Edelman 
package,  will  debut  over  ABC,  Friday,  Sept  7;  8-8 :30pm  EDT,  alternately  sponsored  by 
American  Chicle  Co  and  Chesebrough-Pond ' s,  Inc.  Incidently,  the  Chesebrough  buy  of 
the  package  reportedly  was  cinched  when  Jerome  Straka,  president  of  the  company, 
in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.,  watched  a  closed  circuit  ABC  sales  pitch  for  its  program. 

. The  Russ  Morgan  Show,  a  summer  replacement  musical  program,  goes  into  the  CBS 

lineup.  Satin-days,  9:30-10pm  EDT,  starting  July  7.  It’s  a  GAC  package ..... .Screen 

Directors  Playhouse,  sponsored  by  Eastman  Kodak  Co.,  switches  from  NBC  to  ABC  on 
July  ^ ,  moving  into  the  Wednesday,  9-9 :30pm  slot,  an  hour  later  than  it  is  currently 
seen  over  NBC,  same  day.  It  will  replace  Masquerade  Party,  with  the  latter  slated  to 

move  to  Saturday,  10-10:30pm,  dispossessing  Chance  of  a  Lifetime . Ford  Star 

Jubilee,  Ford  Motor  Company's  every  fourth  Saturday  90-minute  special  over  CBS,  has 
been  renewed  for  the  fall.  It  leaves  the  air  after  its  June  2  presentation  of  "A 

Bell  for  Adano"  and  returns  Oct  6,  9:30-llpm  NYT,  same  time  as  this  season . 

Joe  and  Mabel,  almost  destined  to  be  CBS’  "almost"  series,  finally  makes  its  air  de¬ 
but  on  June  19,  Tuesdays,  9-9 :30pm  EDT.  There  are  13  films  of  this  series  In  the  can 
and  it  replaces  Guy  Lombardo's  Diamond  Jubilee,  which  will  have  completed  13  weeks 

in  the  time  spot . Du  Pont  has  renewed  its  Du  Pont  Cavalcade  Theater  for  the  fall 

with  the  show  remaining  in  its  A3C,  Tuesday,  9:30-10pm  NYT  spot,  but  it  will  have  a 
new  look.  Current  production  plans  call  for  a  wider  scope  of  contemporary  dramatic 
story  material,  with  more  emphasis  on  name  stars. ... ...Off Icial  Films  has  sold  its 

two  swashbuckling  English -produced  film  series  for  the  fall,  with  The  Adventures  of 
Sir  Lancelot  going  to  NBC,  tentatively  slated  for  the  Monday,  8-8 :30pm  spot.  It  goes 
into  the  first  half-hour  of  the  time  vacated  by  Caesar’s  Hour,  which  is  moving  to 
Saturday,  9-10pm,  The  second  half-hour  will  probably  be  filled  by  the  new  Buddy 
Hackett  series,  being  produced  by  Max  Liebman.  The  other  Official  series.  The  Buc¬ 
caneers,  has  been  bought  by  Sylvania  Electric  Products,  Inc.,  to  replace  its  long- 

run  Beat  the  Clock  over  CBS,  Saturdays,  7:30-8pm  NYT;  starting  in  the  fall . 

H.  J.  Heinz  Co.  has  renewed  for  another  26  films  for  the  Captain  Gallant  of  the  For- 
Legion  series,  to  continue  over  NBC,  with  the  new  films  being  seen  starting  in  Sept¬ 
ember.  The  program  has  justed  switched  to  Saturdays,  12  noon-12 :30pm  EDT,  starting 
this  week.  (This  series  probably  has  more  re-runs  on  the  net  for  the  same  sponsor 
than  any  other.  Only  26  were  originally  produced  and  they  have  been  seen  continually 
since  Feb  13,  1955;  when  the  series  made  its  debut). 
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Ray  Bolger  will  star  in  16  programs  for  NBC  starting  in  the  fall  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  title,  Washington  Scuare,  to  be  seen  approximately  every  other  Tuesday,  8 -9pm 
NYT,  sharing  the  spot  with  Chevrolet's  fall  series,  which  will  have  Bob  Hope,  Dinah 
Shore,  Dean  Martin  and  Jerry  Lewis  (4  programs)  and  several  other  topliners  in  the 
one  hour  showcase  spot.  The  Bolger  series  will  be  live,  originating  in  New  York. 

The  theme  of  the  series  will  be  based  on  re-creating  some  of  the  mood  and  settings 
of  the  old  Greenwich  Village  Inn  nightclub,  the  Washington  Square  Playhouse  and  Wash¬ 
ington  Square  Park.  The  seriee  will  be  produced  by  William  A.  Bacher,  a  newcomer  to 
bigtime  television,  coming  from  the  movies  and  radio.  He  has  been  a  motion  picture 
producer  for  20th  Century -Fox  ('’Carnival  in  Costa  Rica"  and  "The  Foxes  of  Harrow," 
19^7;  "Untamed,"  1955;  several  earlier  films)  and  in  the  1930's  produced  many  radio 
musical,  comedy  and  drama  programs.  During  the  war  he  produced  over  100  programs  for 
the  U.  S.  Treasury  bond  drives. 

NBC  has  also  signed  Ken  Murray  to  a  one -year  contract  as  an  executive  producer, 
to  be  available  also  as  a  performer,  effective  Sept  16,  While  no  plans  for  programs 
have  been  announced,  Murray  will  probably  be  Involved  in  the  new  season's  schedule 

for  90-minute  color  spectaculars . NBC  also  signed  a  new  contract  for  another 

three  years,  effective  June  1,  with  Fred  Coe,  the  network's  top-rated  dramatic  pro¬ 
gram  producer.  Coe,  in  addition  to  drama,  has  been  negotiating  to  work  into  the 
spectacu3.ar  schedule  for  the  fall,  with  several  big  color  specials  already  mapped  out 
for  network  okay. ..... .Screen  Gems,  Inc.,  has  had  five  of  its  current  network  series 

renewed  for  next  season,  a  new  one  sold  for  the  fall,  and  is  involved  in  film  produc¬ 
tion  for  a  seventh  that  will  be  live  and  film.  The  Columbia  Pictures  subsidiary  has 
had  its  Ford  Theatre  (NBC)  renewed  for  its  fifth  season.  The  Adventures  of  Rin  Tin 
Tin  (ABC*5  renewed  for  its  third  season.  Father  Knows  Best  (NBC)  renewed  for  its  third 
season.  Captain  Midnight  (CBS)  renewed  for  its  third  season.  Tales  of  the  Texas  Rang¬ 
ers  (CBS)  renewed  for  its  second  season;  and  Circus  Boy  (NBC)  coming  up  for  its  de¬ 
but.  The  company  will  also  produce  a  minimum  of  eight  90-EdLnute  filmed  dramas  for 
Playhouse  90,  the  new  CBS  live  and  film  drama  series. 

CBS  has  assigned  five  of  its  top  West  Coast  staff  directors  to  alternate  in  di¬ 
recting  Climax!  after  June  1,  when  regular  alternate  directors  Allen  Reisner  and  John 
Frankenheimer  take  a  leave  to  direct  film  versions  of  stories  first  presented  on  the 
Chrysler -sponsored  Thursday  drama  programs.  The  replacement  alternates  are  Ralph 
Nelson,  Fletcher  Markle,  Seymour  Eerns,  Buzz  Kulik  and  Russell  Stoneham.  Aside  from 
Berns,  who  is  director  of  The  Red  Skelton  Show,  all  of  the  directors  listed  will  most 
probably  be  divided  between  assignments  to  Climax!  and  Playhouse  90  in  the  fall...,, 
...Esther  Williams'  contract  with  NBC  calling  for  the  joint  net  production  of  her 
road-show  "Aqua  Spectacle  of  1957"  on  an  international  basis,  starting  in  London  in 
late  July,  a  90-minute  television  version  in  color  in  early  fall,  and  a  U.  S.  and 
Canadian  tour,  starting  in  October;  also  roquires  the  swimmer  and  movie  star  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  three  other  color  spectaculars,  as  well  as  guest  shots,  over  a  2-year  period. 
The  guest  spots  will  likely  be  in  the  nature  of  plugs  for  the  water  spectacle  and  the 
TV  shows  that  will  be  scheduled  for  after  the  completion  of  the  road  tour. 

KNXT(LA)  is  following  Official  Films'  suggested  plan  for  presenting  its  re-runs 
of  stories  originally  produced  for  Four  Star  Playhouse.  The  syndicator  calls  it  a 
five -in-one  plan,  with  the  films  grouped  under  the  individual  star  names:  David 
Niven,  Charles  Boyer,  Dick  Powell  and  Ida  Lupino,  with  the  fifth  group  as  an  all-star 
series.  Philip  Morris  is  sponsoring  the  KNXT  series,  with  the  first  programs  under 
the  name.  Presenting  David  Niven. ......  Paul  Coates  (known  for  Confidential  File)  was 

scheduled  to  debut  a  new  live  program  over  KTTV(LA)  last  night  (May  l),  that  is 
guaranteed  to  create  as  much  comment  as  the  File.  This  one  is  called  Paul  Coates  - 
Crime  Beat,  authorized  by  and  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  LA  County  Sheriff's 
Dept,  Coates  will  take  viewers  to  the  actual  locations  of  crimes  and  will  present 
interviews  with  the  people  involved,  concentrating  on  one  Southern  California  case 
each  week.  It's  described  as  "television's  first  regular  on-the-spot,  live  dramatic - 
documentary  program."  It  starts  off  with  two  local  sponsors  sharing  the  time. 
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ICBC  will  "be  waiting  for  critical  reception  of  five  one-hour  color  films  that 
have  heen  produced  at  California  Studios  for  its  NBC  Matinoo  Theatre  as  fills  when 
the  live  color  studios  at  Burbank  are  pre-empted  by  evening  color  shows.  Using  the 
cameo  technique  as  in  the  daily  live  programs,  the  McCleery -produced  shows  are  re¬ 
ported  to  have  been  produced  on  a  two-day  shooting  schedule  with  a  $30,000-per-f ilm 
budget.  Because  most  coast  film  producers  are  screaming  about  the  restrictions  of 
the  five-day  week  and  the  inability  to  maintain  present  budgets  for  half-hour  series, 
the  experiment  will  be  watched  closely,  especially  if  any  of  the  films  wind  up  in 
other  prcgrqm  spots  on  a  repeat  basis. ..... .ABC  will  be  getting  plenty  of  local  mile¬ 
age  out  of  its  talent  auditions  for  children  to  appear  in  films  scheduled  for  fall 
showing  on  the  net’s  Mickey  Mouse  Club.  Starting  with  Eamberger’s  in  Newark,  to  be 
followed  by  other  dept  store  tie-ups  in  about  10  of  the  country's  largest  cities, 
the  local  stations  (WABC-TV  in  NY)  present  winners  of  preliminary  auditions  in  on-air 
"Junior  spectaculars".  Kinescopes  of  these  programs  are  then  sent  to  Hollywood  for 
viewing  by  a  casting  committee  at  Walt  Disney  Studios.  Net  affiliates  get  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  local  tie-ins  wich  the  net  program,  dept  store  tie-ins,  big  local  promotion 
and  a  further  ride  in  the  fall  when  the  winners  appear  on  the  network  program.  The 
problems  of  a  ’nation-wide’  talent  search  are  also  eased  by  the  kine  method  of  scout¬ 
ing,  with  all  expenses  covered  by  the  original  air  time  arrangement. 

Schlltz  Playhouse  of  Stars  is  kicking  off  a  big  promotion  for  the  first  break 
in  its  rule  of  never  presenting  a  re-run  on  the  net  program  which  shows  52  new  half- 
hour  stories  each  year.  The  only  regular  series  with  a  half-hour  film  that  starred 
the  late  James  Dean,  Schlitz  is  re-running  the  episode  on  June  1  to  capitalize  on 
the  mounting  popularity  of  the  young  actor,  which  has  been  increasing  since  his  auto 
accident  death  late  last  summer.  The  original  run  of  the  film  was  on  May  6,  1955. 
Barkin,  Herman  and  Associates,  Milwaukee  public  relations  firm  handling  the  TV  pro¬ 
gram  series,  put  in  long  distance  calls  to  television  editors  all  over  the  country 
to  get  advance  reactions  to  the  planned  re-run. 

Croslev  Broadcasting  Corp  in  Cincinnati  currently  has  in  operation  at  its  WLW 
Weather  Station  the  only  permanent  radar  installation  in  the  world  operated  by  a 
broadcasting -telecasting  facility,  to  track  approaching  storms  within  a  125 -mile 
radius  of  the  citya  Radar -gathered  weather  news  supplements  official  data  and  is 
also  in  turn  made  available  to  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau.

MEWS  -  POSSIBILITIES  -  COMMENT 


The  fall  seacon  should  see  one  of  the  greatest  shifts  in  directorial  assign¬ 
ments  among  the  specialists  in  60-minute  dramas  in  the  short  history  of  television. 
The  disruption  has  been  brought  about  partially  because  of  the  growth  of  independent 
movie  production,  with  TV  directors  using  their  summer  off-season  time  to  handle  di¬ 
rection  for  the  same  stories  they  originally  wormed  with  "live";  and  partially  be¬ 
cause  of  the  greater  prominence  given  to  some  of  the  capable  craftsmen  who  have  built 
reputations  during  the  past  couple  of  years.  The  success  of  Del  Mann  and  Marty  cued 
the  rush  of  movie  producers  to  sign  the  TV  directors  of  the  TV  stories  they  pur¬ 
chased  for  production.  But  before  this  development,  the  prestige  programs  of  tele¬ 
vision,  the  one -hour  dramas  such  as  Studio  One,  Kraft  Television  Theatre,  Philco- 
Goodyear  Television  Playhouse  and  Robert  Montgomery  Presents,  provided  opportunities 
for  young  directors  and  producers  to  prove  their  talents.  Critical  acclaim  from 
newspaper  reviewers  who  gave  due  credit  to  direction  when  they  thought  it  was  merit¬ 
ed  added  to  a  new  public  awareness  of  direction.  Shrewd  promotion  by  the  networks, 
program  packagers,  agents  and  in  some  cases  by  the  directors  themselves,  helped  the 
new  prominence  along.  If  one  happening  showed  the  new  power  on  the  television  pro¬ 
duction  side  (after  the  early  recognition  of  Alex  Segal  for  Celanese  Theater  and  the 
"Fred  Coe  stable"  at  NBC),  it  was  the  critical  acclaim  for  Fielder  Cook's  direction 
of  "Patterns"  on  Kraft  early  last  year  which  eventually  broke  the  barrier  at  J.  Wal¬ 
ter  Thompson  Co  against  giving  air  credit  to  its  staff  directors. 

The  new  Kaiser  Aluminum  one -hour  drama  series,  bowing  on  NBC,  alternate  Tues¬ 
days,  9 00-10 :30pm  NYT,  starting  the  first  week  in  July,  presages  the  new  director¬ 
ial  name  shift.  Worthington  Miner  will  be  producer,  with  all  or  most  of  the  produc¬ 
tions  originating  in  New  York.  Young  &  Rubicam,  agency  for  Kaiser,  has  been  screen¬ 
ing  information  on  top  directors  in  the  field  and  while  the  basic  assignments  are 
presumably  set,  contract  signings  probably  won't  be  announced  until  the  end  of  the 

week.  Franklin  Schaffner,  who  has  been  with  Studio  One  since  1952,  is  reported  to 

be  one  of  Miner's  new  directors  for  the  Kaiser  program.  Others  high  on  the  list  are 

currently  with  Kraft . Fred  Coe,  whose  Playwrights  'j6  is  being  replaced  by  the 

Kaiser  buy,  has  nothing  set  for  the  summer  as  yet,  but  will  definitely  be  doing  some 
of  the  NBC  spectaculars  in  the  fall.  Incidentally,  the  three  directors  who  have 

handled  practically  all  of  the  productions  on  Playwrights  '56  since  it  went  on  the 

air  last  October;  Delbert  Mann,  Arthur  Penn  and  Vincent  Donehue;  were  ail  with  Coe 
when  he  produced  Philco -Goodyear  Television  Playhouse. 
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Robert  Montgomery  Summer  Theatre,  the  "summer  stock"  company,  will  make  its 

seasonal  return  over  NBC  on  July  2.  No  assignments  announced  yet . 20  Steps  to 

a  Million,  the  new  Ed  Wolf  Associates  package  for  CBS,  with  Raleigh  Cigarettes  as  a 
sponsor,  will  probably  debut  before  the  end  of  June.  The  production  set-up  will 
have  Herb  Wolf  as  exec  producer,  Alan  Gilbert  as  producer  and  Gene  Mulligan  as  assoc¬ 
iate  producer. ..... .The  future  schedule  for  Westinghouse  Summer  Theatre  includes: 

June  11  (first  program  of  season),  "Flight,"  original  by  John  Steinbeck,  adapted  by 
Robert  Herridge;  June  18,  "Snap  Your  Fingers,"  an  original  by  Richard  Deroy;  June 
25,  "Mr.  Arcularis, "  original  by  Conrad  Aiken,  new  adaptation  by  Robert  Herridge  (or¬ 
iginally  done  in  a  Nelson  Olmsted  adaptation  on  Philco  Television  Playhouse,  April, 
1951);  July  2,  "The  Luck  of  Luke  McTrigger, "  original  by  Leo  Brady;  July  9,  "The 
Brass  Ring,"  original  by  Charles  Garment. 

Arthur  Godfrey  returned  from  his  three -week  production  stint  in  Florida  and  dis¬ 
covered  that  CBS  had  lost  touch  with  him.  Godfrey  delivered  a  speech  in  Chicago  on 
April  17  in  the  course  of  which  he  announced  that  the  fall  version  of  his  Wednesday 
evening  Friends  program  would  be  a  variety  show,  with  a  constant  stream  of  new  tal¬ 
ent  being  shown.  After  the  speech,  Godfrey  returned  to  Florida  to  continue  with  his 
programs  originating  from  Miami  Beach.  On  April  20,  Friday  of  the  same  week,  CBS 
announced  in  New  York  that  Mr.  Godfrey  had  decided  to  junk  his  Wednesday  evening 
show  because  of  the  demands  on  his  time  in  having  to  go  through  full  rehearsals  for 
this  one  program  of  the  three  he  has.  Silence  from  Godfrey.  He  had  been  set  for 
two  weeks  of  shows  from  the  South  and  suddenly  extended  his  visit  to  three.  This 
past  weekend  he  returned  to  New  York  and  asserted  that  his  originally  announced  plans 
for  the  fall  are  not  off.  Ee  will  have  a  full  hour  variety  show  on  at  his  usual 
time  on  Wednesdays  in  the  fall,  after  his  two-month  vacation  break.  (Aside  from  the 
question  of  who  crossed  signals  or  who  is  changing  whose  mind,  it  is  obvious  that  a 
variety  show,  properly  propped  by  his  staff,  would  permit  Godfrey  to  handle  m.c. 
chores  and  deliver  his  casual  asides  with  a  minimum  of  demands  on  his  time  for  re¬ 
hearsals  beyond  a  dress  run-through). 

Howdy  Doody  ends  its  five-a-week  run  over  NBC  on  June  1  and  then  returns  as  a 
Saturday  morning  only  attraction  on  June  16,  10-10 :50am  NYT,  with  a  bunch  of  new  live 
and  film  features  added  to  its  old  standby  characters.  The  program  debuted  over  NBC 
on  Lee  27,  19^7. . .... .NBC's  plans  for  kineecoping  Wide  Wide  World  programs  shot  live 

through  the  facilities  of  the  European  Broadcasting  Union,  for  presentation  starting 
next  October  in  the  U.  S.,  will  probably  depend  somewhat  on  the  quality  of.  the  kine¬ 
scopes,  Although  the  Eurovision  programs  are  hailed  as  the  possible  forerunner  of 
trans -Atlantic  television,  the  wider  horizon  for  the  program  was  practically  forced 
by  the  voracious  nature  of  an  every-other-week  schedule  in  the  U.  S.,  which  could 
jade  viewers’  appetites  without  a  switch  of  scenery.

NEWS  -  POSSIBILITIES  -  COMMENT 


National  Telefilm  Associates  has  been  making  most  of  the  news  the  last  couple  of 
days.  Late  yesterday  the  firm  added  to  its  already  extensive  library  of  motion  pic¬ 
ture  features  a  new  group  of  52  films  bought  from  Twentieth  Century-Fox  under  a  10- 
year  distribution  agreement  for  television  showing.  All  were  made  pre-1948,  but  only 
four  date  from  the  1935 “1940  period,  A  day  earlier,  NTA  acquired,  through  a  100  per 
cent  stock  buy,  the  entire  catalogue  of  UM&M  TV  Corp.,  whose  top  property  was  the 
entire  short  subject  library  of  1450  films  made  by  Paramount  Pictures  thru  Sept  1950. 
Included  also,  are  all  the  syndicated  packages  handled  by  UM&M.  The  whipped  cream 
topping  on  all  these  multi-million  dollar  deals  (slightly  over  $4,000,000  for  UM&M  TV 
alone),  was  the  sale  by  NTA  to  ABC  of  the  new  Jack  Skirball  film  scries.  Secret  Mis¬ 
sion,  to  start  on  the  net  on  June  29,  Fridays,  8-8 :30pm  EDT.  The  series,  which  will 
be  presented  co-op,  is  based  on  incidents  during  World  War  II,  It  will  replace  the 
Adventures  of  Ozzie  and  Harriet  in  the  time  spot  when  the  latter  goes  off  for  the 
summer. 

The  summer  replacement  for  Arthur  Godfrey's  Wednesday  evening  show  is  not  set 
yet.  Frankie  Laine,  who  had  the  spot  last  year,  might  handle  it  again  for  the  eight- 
week,  July -August  break,  but  it  all  depends  on  whether  or  not  the  singer  has  the  time. 
If  Laine  does  take  over  again,  the  show  would  be  a  GAC  package.  In  any  case,  this 
program  has  nothing  to  do  with  The  Big  Record,  which  also  has  had  Laine' s  name  con¬ 
nected  with  it.  The  Big  Record  is  a  one -hour  CBS  package,  conceived  by  Lester  Gott¬ 
lieb  (just  named  a  general  executive  for  the  CBS  TV  program  dept),  intended  for  a  fall 
spot.  It  was  one  of  'the  shows  offered  to  General  Foods  for  its  Friday,  8-9pm  period, 
to  replace  Mama  and  Our  Miss  Brooks,  but  the  GF  purchase  of  Ziv's  West  Point  Story 
for  one  of  the  spots  killed  the  possibility  of  CBS  getting  its  big  one -hour  show  in¬ 
to  the  time.  In  addition  to  Laine,  Patti  Page  and  Jo  Stafford  have  also  been  men¬ 
tioned  as  possibilities,  if  interested,  to  head  the  new  package .......  The  Russ  Morgan 

Show,  moving  into  the  CBS  lineup  for  the  summer  starting  July  7,  Saturdays,  9:30-10pm 
EDT,  will  be  produced  by  Bob  Bach.  Singer  Helen  O'Connell  will  be  a  regular  on  the 

music -variety  show.  Casting  will  be  thru  GAC . Ernie  Kovacs'  Monday  evening  NBC 

show,  moving  into  the  Sid  Caesar  spot  for  the  summer,  will  use  almost  the  same  format 
as  the  comedian's  Monday  thru  Friday  morning  show.  Perry  Cross  and  Barry  Shear  will 
respectively  produce  and  direct  the  evening  session  as  they  do  now  during  the  day. 

The  daytime  show  will  continue  thru  the  summer,  but  to  lighten  the  Monday  burden,  the 
morning  show  for  that  day  only  may  be  presented  on  kine.  Further  plans  wait  for  Ko¬ 
vacs  ’  return  from  vacation. 
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The  Jaye  P.  Morgan  Show,  debuting  June  13  as  the  Wednesday  and  Friday  summer  re¬ 
placement  for  Coke  Time  starring  Eddie  Fisher,  7 :30- 7  EDT,  will  he  packaged  by 

Durgom-Katz  Associates  ("Bullets"  Durgom  and  Ray  Katz  of  WKGM).  Lynn  Buddy  will  pro¬ 
duce  and  write  the  show,  with  the  director  to  be  named  some  time  thiB  week.  Joel 
Herron  is  musical  director.  Singer  Jaye  P.  Morgan,  assisted  by  the  Morgan  Brothers, 
four  boy  singers,  make  up  the  cast . Regulars  for  the  Johnny  Carson  Show,  debut¬ 

ing  daytime  on  CBS  on  May  28,  include  man-of -all -talents  Glenn  Turnbull,  femmo  vocal¬ 
ist  Laurie  Carroll,  and  the  New  Yorkers  quartet  augmented  by  two,  all  instrumental¬ 
ists  and  vocalists.  Herb  Allen  is  producing  the  Hollywood  five-a-week  program,  with 
Ron  Winston  as  director,  and  Milton  Pascal  and  Morris  Freedman  among  the  writers. 

Talent  Associates,  Ltd.;  which  last  week  signed  a  long-term  agreement  with  HBC 
calling  for  the  services  and  facilities  of  the  New  York  packagers  in  creating  and 
producing  programs  for  NBC,  both  single  shows  and  series;  is  interested  in  represent¬ 
ing  new  writers  for  the  one -hour  television  drama  market.  Phone  calls  and  personal 
visits  are  not  wanted.  Send  samples  of  work  to  Murray  Susskind  at  Talent  Associates, 
Ltd,,  4 1  E  50th  st..  New  York  22 . NBC  has  purchased  for  fall  production  an  orig¬ 

inal  television  play  written  by  Pearl  S.  Buck,  the  first  work  in  dramatic  form  done 
by  the  noted  novelist.  Titled  "The  Big  Wave,"  the  story  concerns  itself  with  a  Jap¬ 
anese  fishing  village . The  iffiC  "new  comedy  writers"  project,  in  a  current  pro¬ 

gress  report,  announces  that  nine  writers  are  now  under  contract  to  the  net.  The  list 
includes  Herb  Reich,  Herb  Hartig,  Woody  Allen,  Lois  Balk,  Phil  Green,  Paul  W.  Keyes, 
Mike  Miller,  Bernard  Xlsen  and  Bruce  Howard . The  praise  for  Kim  Stanley’s  per¬ 

formance  in  last  Wednesday’s  Kraft  Television  'Theatre  production  of  "Death  is  a  Span¬ 
ish  Lancer"  generally  ignored  the  fact  that  the  script  was  originally  used  by  J.  Wal¬ 
ter  Thompson  on  last  season's  ABC  Pond’s  Theatre.  Lee  Grant  had  the  lead  in  the 
Pond’s  version,  Kraft  does  isolated  repeats  of  some  properties  held  by  the  agency, 

and  rarely  signals  them . The  press  for  unproduced  literary  properties  deemed 

adaptable  for  TV"  is  becoming  greater  as  more  prestige  drama  shows  crowd  the  schedule. 
Producers  prefer  the  works  with  some  literary  pretension  or  solid  backgrounds  because 
the  production  doesn’t  demand  top  stars  to  carry  the  weight  if  the  public  is  at  least 
half-way  familiar  with  the  characters.  Prior  renown  also  permits  lesser-known,  but 
possibly  more  capable  actors  to  handle  demanding  roles  in  support  of  a  couple  of  top 
star  names.  Agents  for  major  properties  or  writers  report  that  there  are  more  re¬ 
quests  for  info  on  TV  performance  rights  to  major  plays  and  books.  There's  been  an 
even  bigger  amount  of  activity  in  inquiries  on  public  domain  classics  for  production 
during  the  1956-57  season. 

The  Adventures  of  Sir  Lancelot,  currently  being  produced  in  England  by  Sapphire 
Films  for  Official  Films,  will  bow  over  NBC  on  a  three  weeks  out  of  four  schedule, 
Monday,  Sept  2h,  8-8 :30pm  NYT.  Whitehall  Pharmacal  thru  Ted  Bates  and  Lever  Brothers 

thru  J.  Walter  Thompson  will  be  alternate  week  sponsors . .Gillette  Cavalcade  of 

Sports  will  continue  thru  the  summer  with  live  telecasts  of  bouts  on  Friday  evenings 
on  NBC  for  the  first  time  since  the  network  telecasts  began  on  Nov  8,  19^6.  The  usual 
summer  replacement  shows  have  been  made  up  of  either  fight  films  or  general  sports 
f ilms. ..... .Charles  Collingwood  will  deliver  the  news  on  the  CBS  net's  new  daytime 

news  program  starting  May  28,  1-1 :10pm  EDT . ..CBS  Cartoon  Theatre,  the  net's  first 

major  use  of  its  Terrytoons  properties,  debuting  June  13,  Wednesdays,  7 :3C-8pm  EDT, 
will  have  specially  prepared  animated  footage  showing  host  Dick  Van  Dyke  chatting  with 
the  cartoon  stars.  The  show  will  use  four  films  each  week  from  among  the  over  1,100 
acquired  with  the  CBS  buy  of  Paul  Terry's  animation  firm. 

Ben  Gage  and  Sol  Shapiro  of  the  William  Morr-is  Agency  have  flown  to  London  to 
audition  and  cast  dancers  and  swimmers  for  the  London  premiere  of  the  NBC-backed 
Esther  Williams  Aqua  Spectacle,  scheduled  for  late  July . .As  more  sponsor  commit¬ 

ments  are  made  for  the  fall,  some  of  CBS’  big  packages  look  more  chancy.  Herb  Shriner 
is  reported  to  have  been  squeezed  out  by  the  Bob  Crosby  package  in  the  post-Phil  Sil¬ 
vers  time  on  Tuesdays.  The  net  may  be  forced  to  cut  Shriner  back  to  a  half-hour  to 
find  a  regular  spot  for  its  must -pay  star  for  the  fall. 
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Twentieth  Century -Fox  Hour  has  been  renewed  by  General  Electric,  with  new  films 
starting  on  the  program  after  summer  reruns  on  Sept  19 . Jackie  Gleason's  indi¬ 

rectly-announced  plans  to  return  to  a  one -hour  live  format  for  next  season,  reviving 
many  of  his  old  characterizations,  leaves  the  Nestle  Co  on  the  hook  over  its  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  the  8:30-9pm  NYT  spot.  It  also  may  cost  Hal  Roach  a  net  place  for  Gale 
Storm's  Oh  Susannah  film  series,  which  Nestle  has  been  interested  in  for  that  time 
if  the  Gleason  show  stayed  on  film  for  next  fall. ..... .Donald  Davis  and  Dorothy 

Mathews  have  practically  ended  their  work  as  supervisory  producers  on  NBC's  Producers 
Showcase ,  although  their  contract  runs  to  the  end  of  the  season.  The  program's  last 
production  before  eumnor  hiatus  will  be  in  July,  with  associate  producer  Andy  McCul¬ 
lough  currently  handling  the  supervisory  reins.  Davis  and  Mathews,  a  husband  and 
wife  team,  are  working  on  plans  for  an  independent  production  company,  with  both  TV 
and  legit  play  plans. 

AGENCIES  AND  ACCOUNTS:  The  Benrus  Watch  Co.,  now  with  the  Blow  Co  (NT),  will  be 
handled  by  Lennen  &  Newell,  Inc (NY),  effective  July  l...,...The  Englander  Co.,  anoth¬ 
er  Blow  account,  moves  to  North  Advertising,  Inc.,  effective  July  1. 

PEOPLE  GOING  PLACES:  Jack  Carney,  producer  of  Arthur  Godfrey's  Talent  Scouts, 


is  taking  a  medical  leave  of  absence  after  which  he  will  resume  his  duties  with  the 

program . James  S.  Bealle  named  v.p.  in  charge  of  television  and  radio,  Kenyon  & 

Eckhardt,  Inc.,  with  v.p.  Clinton  F.  Wheeler,  Jr.,  appointed  associate  director  of 
the  dept . Hunt  Stromberg,  Jr.,  recently  named  to  head  the  ABC  western  regional 


TV  network,  has  resigned  effective  May  25  to  Join  CBS  Television  in  Hollywood  as  a 
program  executive . William  R.  (Billy)  Goodheart,  Jr.,  will  join  NBC  in  an  execu¬ 

tive  capacity,  effective  July  1,  working  on  all  aspects  of  net  operation  with  Thomas 
A.  McAvity,  v.p.  in  charge  of  the  TV  net.  Goodheart  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 


Music  Corp  of  America  in  192^  and  retired  from  MCA  in  19^3 . Bertram  Berman  has 

been  named  director  of  daytime  programs  for  the  CBS  TV  network . Malcom  R.  John¬ 

son  appointed  asst  director  of  news  for  CBS  Television.
